Prior to this 
time money had been disappearing 
from the Bazus home and it had been 
reported that Robert had been spend- 
ing freely and had been giving money 
to schoolmates. Putting two and two 
together the mother’s suspicions were 
finally aroused and she confided in her 
attorney. 

The lad was questioned closely by 
the lawyer and finally admitted, it is 
reported, that he gave his mother a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of the poison 
in a glass of water. Each morning 
she had been drinking a glass of water 
according to the directions of her phy- 
olan, and the boy usually brought it 
to her. The boy only admits to ad- 
ministering the poison upon one occa- 
ston, but does not tell a satisfactory 
story in regard to what he did with 
the remainder of the drug. He has

UCCESS THAT FAILS. 

Ninety-nine out of every 100 human 
beings, if asked suddenly what was the most 
desirable thing in the world, would answer, 
as a matter of course, “Sutcess.” Most of 
them, however, would differ widely as to 
the meaning of that comprehensive word. 
Perhaps notoriety Would be uppermost in 
the minds of the majority, with accumula- 


tion of property a close second. Power in 


some shape or form would be the ultimate 
conclusion. 

Success in itself is rather a wide field, in 
which may be culled, no doubt, many flow 
ers, but which is also sown with brambles 
and stinging nettles. As a means to an end 
success is the source of all the blessings 
enjoyed by men ip general, but as an end 
itself is often Dead Sea fruit, asfes in the 
mouth, the rainbow unprismed. For in the 
magnetic attraction of success there lurks 
a hidden danger. Too often when the prize 
is won the stimulus falls, and dreariness 
and dullness follow. Some natures drink 
success like wine and suffer the after et- 
fects of the intoxication. Too often in con- 
centrating on the ope object, for which all 
the forces of body and brain have been mar- 
shaled and enrolled, nerves and health and 
vitality have to pay the score. Nature de- 
mands a change, but the successful man 
has moved so long in one narrow groove 
that he is unable to find interest in any 
other direction. Deprived by exhaustion 
of the only meat on which the Caesar within 
him has been feeding, inanition ensues, fol- 
lowed all too soon by total collapse. The 
bell tolls, the parson utters the usual pane- 
gyric, half a column in the newspaper, a lit- 
tle moving up of the pawns on the chess- 
board, and the tale is told. Meanwhile his 
envious and unsuccessful rival has many 
years of delightful struggle ahead of him, 
and, had he but the clearness of vision to 
see it, he should thank his lucky stars a 
similar success has not cut him off prema- 
turely from the field of action. 

The fault does not lie in the quality of 
success, in the ambition that prompts or in 
the power that accrues; the fault lies in 
the individual who would gulp the sweets 

life with the voracity of a boa constrictor 

stead of assimilating them soberly, as the 
ocean dissolves the salts of the earth. The 
gospel of success, as appealing to the selfish 
brain instead of the generous heart, has 
been preached too loudly and too persistent- 
ly by the worldly advisers of a worldly age. 
Not true success. which ennobies, but a self- 
agerandizement at the expense of the weak 
and inefficient, is the aim and end of too 
many modern fighters. They may not see 
any tyranny in their methods—may not be 
conscious of it—but so it works out. 

Worst of all, success has been measured 
by the size of the pocketbook, whereas 
money is only a consequence and not the 
end of true success. It has been confounded 
with an easy notoriety to which permanent 
success is everlastingly antagonistic. For so- 
ciety as a whole this indeed is the spirit of 
ultimate failure. It tends to depopulate ru- 
ral districts, to make men averse to dis 
charging honest subordinate tasks. to set a 
fictitious value on excitement and sensa- 

lu those who cannot become leaders 
it fosters a jealous envy. “If you cannot be 
prominent yourself,” it snarls, “see that no 
one else shall be % Sometimes it de- 
generates into the selfish, socialistic croon, 
“Everyone is as good as everyone else and 
Iam a little better.” 

We should distinguish clearly between 
the success that succeeds and the success 
that fails. It will fall, even if achieved, if it 
has only been followed for personal prefer-. 
ment and not for general usefulness. The 
really successful men of today, Carnegie, 
Roosevelt, Taft, Burroughs and thousands 
beside them, are so, not because some have 
accumulated mere money or others are con- 
stantly mentioned in public print, but be- 
cause their force and energy and genius 
have helped to raise the whole mass of hu- 
manity. As for selfish success or selfish 
failure, they meet at last in a common equal!

CAN WAGES BE FIXED 
BY LEGISLATIVE ACT? 


La Follette Radicaltem Carried to Its 
Extreme in State of Wisconsin. 


HE most remarkable attempt at a rad- 


shown in Senate Bill 317-8, introduced 
in the Legislature of Wisconsin. In early 
times, particularly after the Plague of the 
Black Death, it was customary in England 
to fix by statute the wages of handicrafts 
men and agricultural laborers. There was, 
of course, then no factory system. These 
attempts practically came to an end in the 
reign of Elizabeth, since which period there 
was for centuries no English or American 
legislation attempting to prescribe or fix 
the rate of wages, with the exception of one 
or two early colonia) statutes in this country 
of local application. In the last few years 
there have been minimum wage laws adopt- 
ed in New Zealand, and last year in Great 
Britain. These laws, however, merely pre- 
scribe a minimum wage, not a “living” wage, 
in certain definite trades, and are fixed by 
a machinery. of arbitration with ultimate 
appeal to the courts or to Parliament. 

The constitutional basis of the Wisconsin 
law is found in a phrase of confused 
application used by the late Chief Justice 
Waite in Munn vs. Uinois— affected with a 
public interest.” Thus the Wisconsin law 
starts out: “All employment p rty is 
hereby declared to be affected with a pub- 
lic interest to the extent that every employ- 
er shall pay to every employee in each op- 
pressive employment at least a living wage. 
No employer shall fail or neglect to pay to 
every employee in each oppressive employ- 
ment at least a living wage.” 

And “the term ‘living wage’ shall mean 
‘such compensation for labor performed un- 
der reasonable conditions as shall enable 
employees to secure for themselves and 
those who are or may be reasonably de- 
“yoy t upon them the necessary comforts 

life.” 

“The term ‘employment property’ shall 
mean physical property for the pro- 
duction and sale for profit of products of 
labor hired for wages. 

“The term ‘employee’ shall mean any per- 
son hired by an employer to work upon, in 
or about employment property.” 

Finally, as to the term “oppressive em- 
ployment:” 

“The term oppressive employment shall 
mean an occupation in which employees are 
unable to earn a living wage.” But by the 
context this is limited to occupations upon 
“employment property” as just defined. 
Now, under the common law and in the old 
English case quoted by Chief Justice Waite, 
the phrase “property” affected by a public 
interest was used only of property which en- 
joyed a royal monopoly or franchise, or 
which had been recognized for all time as 
involving a natural monopoly, and therefore 
requiring a royal franchise to operate, such 
as a bridge, a ferry at a certain point, or a 
wharf at a certain place, or the right to use 
a highway, as of a common carrier, or in 
more modern times to maintain a cab stand 
in the public streets. But the wording of 
the majority opinion in Munn vs. Illinois, 
applied literally, will in some of its sen- 
tences quite extend to the meaning con- 
tended for ein the Wisconsin bill: “Under 
these powers the police powers) the gov- 
ernment reguiates the conduct of its cit 
zens, One toward another, and the manne! 
in which each shall use his own property. 
when such regulation becomes necessary for 
the public good. Property does be- 
come clothed with a public interest when 
used in a manner to make ft of public con- 
sequence and affect the community at large. 
When, therefore, one devotes his 


an interest he in effect grants to the public 
an interest in that use and must submit to 
be controlled by the public for the common 
good to the extent of the interest he has 
thus created.” 

And the brief for the bill goes on to say: 

“The laborer, in his economic 
may be either a debtor, a creditor, a wage- 
earner or a wage bargainer. In each of 
these relations he has been given protection 
by law as against the owner of property.” 

“The bill is based on a classification of 
property devoted to an ‘employment use’ as 
distinguished from property devoted wholly 
and in part to ‘consumption use.’ 

“New conditions give ‘employment prop- 
erty,’ or property devoted to earning a profit 
through the hiring of labor, a greater bar- 
gaining power than property required by the 
owner for his own necessities, such as do- 


and | mestic and farm property, and therefore 


justifies the classification of employment 
property as the only kind subject to the po- 
lice power in regulating the wake contract. 

“Bat since all employment property with 
reference to all classes of labor does not 
possess this power to oppress, there must 
be administrative investigation and ascer- 
tainment of the points at which there is this 
inequality of bargaining power.” 

This last paragraph is designed to meet 
the next Constitutional objection, namely, 
that the delegation to a labor commissioner 
of power to declare what, within the mean- 
ing of the statute, is to be an “oppressive 
employment,” and, after investigation and 
public hearing, to “fix in each such employ- 
ment, the living wage, which shall be the 
minimum wage to be paid by all employers 
to all employees in such employment,” is a 
delegation of legislative authoity. But with 
the present unchecked tendency to admin- 
istrative law, both national and State, the 
intrusting of matters hitherto legislative to 
boards or commissions without appeal to 
any court, it is hardly certain that this con- 
stitutional objection will continue to pre- 
vail. 

The third constitutional objection, that no 
appeal is given from the decision of such 
commissioner to any court of law, is a more 
serious one. But possibly, if an appeal were 
given to the Supreme Court of the State as 
to the correctness of the decision of the 
Commissioners of Labor on the two points 
of fact, what was an oppressive employment 
and what was a living wage, the practical 
results of the act would not be greatly dif- 
ferent 

There are certain economic difficulties 
aside from the broad general question of the 
wisdom and possibility of wage regulation 
by law. Future industries would not be 
started unless the promoters saw the possi- 
bility of making a profit upon capital be- 
yond the increased wages fund made neces- 
sary by such laws; Industries already exist- 
ing might complain; but under the decision 
in the Kansas wery case would probably 
be held, both by the Wisconsin and the 
United States courts, subject to such an ex- 
tension of the police power were it other- 
wise defensible. But in thé matter of the 
cardinal definition: A living wage is that 


which secures the necessary comforts of

The Fish and Game .Commis- 
sion issues the following state- 
ment on the condition of the 
trout law at this date: 

The new fish law signed by 
the Governor makes it lawful 
to take any and all kinds of 
trout from April 1 to November 
1. The limit on steethead is fifty 
fish during any one calendar 
day; the limit on other trout is 
fifty fish, or ten pounds and one 
fish, on any one calendar day. 
There is no limit as to size. 

This lew as to the open sea- 
son applies only to District No. 
6, which includes Santa Bar- 
bara, Ventura, Los Angeles, 
Orange, San Diego, Imperiai 
Riverside, San Bernardino, and 
Ingo counties. The changes in 
game laws have not yet taken
